Henry S. Hopper, Comptroller 


At Phillips Academy, Dies 


Henry S Hopper, 64 of 15 
School ste, associate treasurer and 
comptroller of Phillips academy 
and one of the town’s best known 
citizens, died Monday afternoon of 
a heart attack while showing the 
acadeiny grounds to a visitor from 
Parkistan.
